Before thp invention of paper, 


enormous quantities of which are 
manufactured at the present tune, 
the material on which people wrote 
then was a veiy costly affair 
For 


that reason it was very fortunate 
that our forefathers were not as bu«y 
with,letter writing as we are at the

i This oldest writing materials were 
she wax tablets 
These were made 


of wood or ivory, coated with a eim 
face of w|ax, on which the wntmg 
was done with a pointed stylus made 
of bone 
These tablets served as 


memorandums, letter heads, bilT 
heads, as well as for wntmg exei 
cises in the schools letters and docu 
ments 
When it was no longei ncc 


essary to preserve them a special 
roller instrument was used for obht 
eratrag the writing, and then the 
tablets were ready for use again 


The old Greeks and Romans used 


these wax tablets generally The 
Eoman poet Properfaus, the greatest 
elegajc poet of Home, deplores m a 
tendei eleey the loss of his wax tab 
lets engraved with the tendei epis 
ties that passed between him and hit, 
inamorata. 


The present century has brought 


to light many of the treasures of an 
tiquity, among them ancient Roman 
wax tablets,-which heretofore were 
too wn only by hearsay 
These wei o 


discovered in the gold mines of Sie 
benburgen, which at one time were 
worked by the Romans Otheis wero 
discoveied in Egypt 
The tablets 


contained mostly meicantile treaties 
and notes of acceptance
